er tribes. In their turn, the Yr.nkoos were

He also said 
that when the British inarched to tho battle of 
Lexington, they wore l.KOO strong, nnd played 
Yankee Doodle—but that when they left the 
buttle field they danced " Yankee Doodle Dan- 
dy :" and when they reached Boston a few days 
and after tho roll was called, only 400 nnswer- 
ed.
